
BACKING OVER 
CCTV PETITION

HUNDREDS of worried resi¬ 
dents have backed an online 
petition in an attempt to put a 
stop to anti-social behaviour 
and the illegal use of motor¬ 
cycles at a popular park. 

An online campaign to lobby 
Sandwell Council into installing 
CCTV at Britannia Park in Rowley 
Regis has nearly met its 500-signa¬ 
ture target less than one week after 
being launched. 

Rowley and Blackheath residents rallied to¬ 
gether to produce nearly 300 signatures during 
the first two days of the petition being available 
for people to add their names. 

And as of Monday evening, the total of people 
to have got involved in the campaign was fewer 
than 20 signatures away from its 500 names 
target. 

Crimes 

Started by Scott - who only uses his first 
name - under the online name of 80twentyUK, 
the petition reads: “Recently there has been a 
severe increase in anti-social behaviour and il¬ 
legal use of motorcycles in Britannia Park. 

“In the past the park has not been free from 
more serious crimes such as serious assaults 
and sexual assaults. I hope to raise enough 
support for the council to consider installing 
CCTV in the park as an initiative to increase 
the safety of families and deter the minority.” 

If the petition reaches its target of 500 signa¬ 
tures, Scott has said he will be taking it to his 
local councillor. 

Showing her support, local resident Korraine 
Fenn said: “I’m sick of the youth being abusive 
and intimidating, the scramblers that have no 
regard for anyone. I don’t even like taking my 
five-year-old over there or my dogs.” 

Fellow resident Sabrina Dowling added: “I’m 
a local resident and worried that our quiet road 
is being hit by vandalism. I also walk my dog 
through the park so it would be nice to feel pro¬ 
tected.” 

Just next door, Dudley Council is introducing 
a Public Spaces Protection Order (PSPO) in a 
bid to put an end to motorbikes and quad bikes 
being driven irresponsibly on green spaces in 
the borough. 

It will give police and local authority officers 
more powers to tackle the growing problem as 
well as fine those caught £100 on the spot.

A PERMANENT steel wreath 
was laid in Woodsetton to mark 
the centenary of the end of the 
First World War and the re-dedi- 
cation of a war memorial. 

The Mayor of Dudley, Coun¬ 
cillor Alan Taylor, Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant of the West Midlands 
John Crabtree OBE, Captain 
Andy Peters and the Army Re¬ 
serves from Dudley, Dudley Sea 
Cadets, and Royal Air Force Air 
Cadets were all on hand to pay 
tribute at Woodsetton War Me¬ 


morial, on the corner of Sedgley 
Road and Parkes Hall Road, on 
Sunday. 

Royal British Legion repre¬ 
sentatives attended, along with 
members of St John Ambulance, 
the West Midlands Fire Service 
and pupils from Dudley Col¬ 
lege’s public service department. 

Black Country Brass Band 
played as the wreath, made by 
Edward Cartwright, was laid. 
Labour councillors for Upper 
Gornal and Woodsetton, Keiran 


Casey and Adam Aston, helped 
to raise money for the wreath 
and organised the service. 

The Woodsetton War Memo¬ 
rial, originally located at Mount 
Tabor Methodist Church, was 
moved in 2016 to save it from 
falling into disrepair. 

Councillor Casey said the 
event was “important” to pay 
tribute to those who died. He 
added: “We raised over £30,000 
to get it moved and now we can 
hold services there.” 


CRISIS 

Troubled firm G4S 
faces battle to keep 
control of prisons 

UNDER-FIRE security firm G4S faces a 
battle to hang on to its other prisons after 
losing control of the troubled HMP Birming¬ 
ham. 

The Winson Green jail has been taken 
into government control after a damning 
inspection. 

Now, MP Emma Reynolds is question¬ 
ing whether HMP Oakwood, near Wolver¬ 
hampton, which houses more than 2,000 
inmates, should also be taken back by the 
Ministry of Justice. 

G4S was stripped of control ofHMP 
Birmingham following rising violence and 
widespread drug abuse. Prisons minis¬ 
ter Rory Stewart said ‘drastic action’ was 
needed to rescue HMP Birmingham. 

Warley MP John Spellar said: “It is ab¬ 
solutely the right decision. Clearly there 
has been a serious failure in senior man¬ 
agement.” 

The Government has taken over HMP 
Birmingham for at least six months and 
said it would only hand back control when 
it was confident G4S was capable of run¬ 
ning it. 

But Labour MP for Wolverhampton North 
East, Emma Reynolds said: “We have to 
question G4S’ capability to manage their 
prisons, including Oakwood.” 

The contractor insists it will be business 
as usual at the Featherstone jail and the 
loss of HMP Birmingham would have no 
impact.

Prison slipping into 
state of crisis, claim 


THE Ministry of Justice has been 
accused of failing to stop the 
G4S-run HMP Birmingham ‘slip¬ 
ping into crisis’. 

Chief Inspector of Prisons Peter 
Clarke said ‘somebody must have been 
asleep at the wheel’ after publishing a 
damning report on the prison. 

He said conditions had deteriorated dra¬ 
matically and the HM Prison and Proba¬ 
tion Service had now taken control from 
G4S. His report, from an inspection at the 
start of this month, uncovered an ‘appall¬ 
ing’ squalor and high levels of violence. 

He said since the last inspection 18 
months ago standards had dropped and 
called-for improvements had not been 
made. “The inertia that seems to have 
gripped both those monitoring the contract 
and delivering it on the ground has led to 
one of Britain’s leading jails slipping into a 
state of crisis,” he said. 

Decency 

Mr Clarke added: “It cannot be the case 
that the only time urgent action is taken to 
restore decency in a prison is when an in¬ 
spection report is published. Surely some¬ 
body must have been asleep at the wheel.” 

Prisons Minister Rory Stewart said: 
“What we have seen at Birmingham is 
unacceptable and it has become clear that 
drastic action is required to bring about the 
improvements we require.” 

HM Prison and Probation Service has 
taken over its running for an initial six- 
month period, a move welcomed by G4S, 
which had run the jail since 2011. 

A new governor has taken charge and an 
initial 30 extra officers are to be deployed. 
The jail’s capacity is being reduced by 300. 
At the end of July it had a 1,269 population. 

The report said staff had become ‘worn 
down’ by chronic staffing shortages and 
had ‘gradually relinquished authority’ to 
the prisoners. 

Police & Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson, said: “For too longit has been over¬ 
crowded and not operating as it should.”

Mr Andrews’ son Richard and 
daughter, Kate Birt, attended the 
celebration. 

Mr Andrews’ flue business first 
started as a support for a com¬ 
pany which he was involved with 
already.

“The ball is in their court and they re¬ 
ally now should be coming back to us.” 

Fitness4Less was contacted for com¬ 
ment.

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NIP dropped 
as patron of 
YMCA after 
revelations 

AN MP whose father was a former 
Mayor of Dudley has been dropped as 
a patron of the YMCA. 

Andrew Griffiths was a patron of 
the charity but has been told his ac¬ 
tions are incompatible with the organ¬ 
isation. He is said to have bombarded 
a 28-year-old barmaid and her friend 
with lewd comments over social media 
during a three-week period. 

The one-time High Areal school¬ 
boy sent 2,000 messages in which he 
referred to himself as ‘Daddy’, sug¬ 
gested renting a flat so they could 
meet for sex and asked them to send 
him explicit photos, according to re¬ 
ports in a national newspaper. 

The 48-year-old married father, 
whose wife Kate gave birth to daugh¬ 
ter Alice Harriett in April, resigned as 
minister for small business following 
the revelations. 

In a statement, the MP for Bur¬ 
ton upon Trent, and a former Chief 
of Staff to Theresa May, said he was 
‘deeply ashamed’. He was brought up 
in Coseley and his late father Bob was 
a Dudley councillor for three decades 
and served as mayor. 

A spokesman for YMCA England & 
Wales said: “Whilst YMCA acknowl¬ 
edges the support Mr Griffiths has 
given YMCA during his time as MP, 
the nature of the recent revelations 
does not fit with the values of YMCA 
and the work that we do with young 
people”. 

Rock Houses play 
is back by demand 

A PLAY is set to return to the Kinver 
Rock Houses after popular demand. 

Spirits of the Rock, written by New 
Kinver Players chairman Martin 
Ward, will be performed at the Na¬ 
tional Trust site over the first week¬ 
end in September. 

It was commissioned last year by 
the National Trust to commemorate 
100 years of ownership of Kinver Edge 
and the Rock Houses. 

Performed inside the largest sand¬ 
stone cave, known as the Ballroom, 
audiences will be able to learn of the 
real life experiences of those who lived 
there. Four performances will take 
place and the tea rooms will also re¬ 
main open until 6.30pm.

School building makeover after £20k win 



The centre is in a state of disrepair 


A PRIMARY school building is to un¬ 
dergo a £20,000 revamp after winning 
a competition. 

Bromley Pensnett Primary will 
see its learning hub for parents and 
children brought back to life after 
five years of inactivity and falling into 
disrepair. 

Smethwick-based property manage¬ 
ment firm Novus will oversee a full re¬ 
furbishment of the building as part of 
the company’s fifth anniversary. 

A team of 10 will install a new roof, 
repair and redecorate the interior 
and exterior, fit new steps, replace 


doors and flooring, and install a new 
kitchen. 

Bromley Pensnett Primary School 
caters for 320 children aged between 
three and 11. 

Head Helen Tomlinson said: “Our 
community currently lacks many of 
the services so vital to parents, carers 
and children at the school. 

“This project from Novus will en¬ 
sure we can really increase the scope 
of the help and support we can offer to 
those who need it most.” 

The refurbishment comes as part 
of a competition by Novus to support 


worthwhile projects in the commu¬ 
nities it operates in, as voted for by 
people in the area. 

Once works have concluded the 
Learning Hub will provide a space 
where parents and carers can visit for 
support and advice. 

The building will provide the facil¬ 
ities for parents to complete health 
checks and weigh-in sessions and at¬ 
tend breast-feeding clinics. 

It will also offer a centre through¬ 
out the summer holidays for parents 
to leave their children at while they 
go to work. 


Hospital will be razed 
for 100-home scheme 


A RUN-down former hospital will fi¬ 
nally be torn down to make way for 
more than 100 homes. 

Ridge Hill Hospital in Wordsley has 
been derelict for years and developers 
have been given the green light to bring 
in the bulldozers. 

The site already has planning permission for 
129 homes and part of the hospital has already 
been knocked down. Dudley Council has given 
permission for the remaining buildings to be 
cleared. They include 
the Keeling Centre 
and former nurses ac¬ 
commodation blocks. 

Nearby residents 
have long called for 
action over the der¬ 
elict hospital build¬ 
ings, which have been 
become run-down and

Several bids to put homes on the site have 
been lodged since the hospital closed more than 
a decade ago, but none has yet come to fruition. 

Once demolition is complete, preparatory 
works will be carried out on the site while 
the search is launched for a developer. Plan¬ 
ning agents Cushman and Wakefield said the 
work would be ‘managed to limit the impact 
on neighbours’. 

Wordsley councillor Matt Rogers said he was 
pleased the development was finally moving 
forward but that he hoped concerns over an 
increase in traffic would be addressed. 

He said: “I have expressed concerns about 
traffic.” 

He added: “We have had antisocial behaviour 
in the area and it will be good to have some new 
life in the site.” 

Documents submitted with the plans said: 
“The outline permission for residential redevel¬ 
opment will support housing growth and the 
effective use of previously developed brownfield 
land. 

“The site is previously developed land and 
has been vacant for a number of years.”

DOZENS of lorries took to Black 
Country roads for a charity truck 
convoy. 

The Kingswinford Charity 
Truck Convoy saw 44 lorries drive 
across the region to help raise 
awareness of organ donation. 

The annual event is organ¬ 
ised by Andrew Day, aged 45, of 
Dudley, whose wife Rachel, 42, is 
fighting a terminal illness which 
causes her immune system to at¬ 
tack her organs. 

She had a transplant after being 
diagnosed three years ago but it 
was rejected by her system. She 
needs another one but is yet to 
find a match. 

Saturday’s convoy began at the

Hilton Park Services on Junction 
10a of the M6 before journeying 
through Wolverhampton, Bilston 
and Dudley. The HGVs headed 
towards Stourport for a charity 
auction in the evening. 

Lorry driver Mr Day said: “We 


hold the convoy every year - it’s 
for organ donor awareness to get 
the word out further that more 
organ donors are needed to save 
people’s lives. 

“My wife had a transplant a 
few years ago because her im¬ 
mune system keeps attacking her 
organs. She needs another trans¬ 
plant now.” 

Lorry drivers travelled from 
as far as Bristol to take part. Mr 
Day says he will get the support 
of Wolverhampton Council next 
year. 

“Rachel really enjoyed herself 
and was grateful of the support 
from the drivers and the public,” 
Mr Day added.

Crews pull man 
clear of flat fire 

A MAN was rescued from his Black 
Country flat by firefighters after a 
blaze broke out when a cooker was left 
unattended. 

Firefighters got the man out of the 
property after the fire started in Price 
Street. Crews from Dudley, Brierley 
Hill and Tipton stations were sent to 
the address. 

West Midlands Fire Service said 
a man had to be led to safety by the 
crews who were wearing breathing 
apparatus. 

The occupier also received a precau¬ 
tionary check-up from paramedics. 

The incident prompted a warning 
from fire chiefs to never leave cooking 
unattended. 

The fire service said on Twitter: 
“There was smoke damage to the 
kitchen and some of the flat. 

“It’s fortunate we were able to get 
the occupier out. We hope he will 
make a full recovery. 

“It’s important not to leave cooking 
unattended, it’s very dangerous.”

Listed church to close after 181 years 



Closure move could eventually see the building sold off 


A GRADE Il-listed church in Tipton is 
set to close in a move which could see 
the building eventually sold off. 

St Martin and St Paul Church was 
built in 1837. But under plans by Lich¬ 
field Diocese, the congregation would 
be moved to St Matthews Church, also 
in Tipton. 

If the proposal to close the church is 
approved, the diocese could then apply 
to sell the site. 

Ward councillor Ian Jones said: “It 
is a very sad day the church has to 
close, but unfortunately the number 
of people using it has been identified 
as not sufficient. 

“I can understand why they [the 
church] are rationalising. It is a dif¬ 
ficult one when you do not have the 
people or money to continue to look 
after such a building. I hope that St 
Matthews can accommodate the num¬ 
bers which move across.” 

He added: “If it is then sold off, I 
hope the building has a use which is 
sympathetic to its current state. Given 
the footfall I’m not sure how it could 
be used next, maybe a community 
group could take it on.” 

The closure was first mooted in 
2015 following the retirement of the 
incumbent. 

Fears were then raised that the 
parish did not have the resources 
for necessary repairs of the red-brick 
building. A public meeting was held in 
April of the same year on the proposal 
to close the church which is an exam¬ 
ple of an early Gothic Revival style.

Vaccine alert 
after outbreak 
of measles 

HEALTH bosses at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil are urging young adults to check 
whether they have had their MMR 
vaccine following a recent outbreak of 
measles across the country. 

They have drawn up a targeted 
marketing campaign in the wake of 
an outbreak which has included cases 
in the West Midlands. 

Young adults may have missed 
their vaccine due to a controversy that 
occurred 20 years ago surrounding 
the combined measles, mumps and 
rubella vaccine, which falsely linked 
the jab to autism and resulted in a 
significant drop in its uptake. 

Ansaf Azhar, interim Director of 
Public Health, said: “Measles can be 
a very serious illness and lead to se¬ 
vere complications, especially in peo¬ 
ple who are particularly vulnerable or 
have other health conditions.” 


weatherproofing work is needed at 
the site, which has stood idle since 
building company Carillion col¬ 
lapsed in January. 

Up to £20 million will be spent over 
the coming months to secure the site 
from further weather damage before 
the winter, so construction work by a 
new contractor can start next spring. 

Despite the best efforts of main¬ 
tenance staff to protect the vast site 
from the worst of the wind and rain 
over the last seven months, some areas 
inside are suffering from mould where 
water has seeped in. A handful of for¬ 
mer Carillion workers have been kept 
at the site by the Sandwell & West Bir¬ 
mingham NHS Trust. 

Adhesives 

Rob Maiden, the former safety man¬ 
ager on the construction site, said all 
plasterboarding in the building would 
need to be checked for damp to ensure 
there was no further risk of mould. 

“Some of it will have to be replaced, 
along with some building materials 
that have run out of date, like the 
adhesives, and some metalwork that 
won’t be able to be salvaged,” he said. 

A 29-year Carillion veteran and 
member of the core team at the Mid¬ 
land Met site since before construction 
started three years ago, he admitted it 
had been “sad and really frustrating” 
to see work on the project stalled. But

there was an enthusiastic reception 
for the Government’s decision to di¬ 
rectly pay for work to complete the 
two-thirds built hospital. 

The idea of a second private finance 
deal, similar to the one with Carillion, 
has been dropped and instead the 
money will come from the taxpayer. 

When completed, Midland Metro¬ 
politan will be equipped with state- 
of-the-art diagnostic equipment, 15 
operating theatres, and at least 669 


beds. It will provide acute care for 
adults and children as well as mater¬ 
nity care and specialised surgery. 

But the four year delay - originally 
the hospital was due to be handed 
over to the trust this month - will 
place added strain on the existing 
hospital services in the area. 

Making the funding announcement, 
Cabinet Office Minister David Liding- 
ton said: “Following detailed negoti¬ 
ation, the Government is pleased to 


announce this package of support, in 
partnership with Birmingham and 
Sandwell NHS Trust, to ensure com¬ 
pletion of this new hospital. 

“Our priority through this process 
has been to keep public services run¬ 
ning smoothly and safely. The plans 
we put in place have ensured this.” 

Hospital trust chief executive, Toby 
Lewis, said: “We are delighted that 
we now have a definitive publicly fi¬ 
nanced plan.” 


Cancer fear 5 
weedkiller in 
council use 

COUNCILS in the Black Country 
have said they will continue to use a 
weedkiller after an American court 
ruled that it ‘causes cancer.’ 

Dudley and Sandwell local authori¬ 
ties have both said they will still use 
glyphosate, despite fears it could be 
harmful. 

Concerns over the chemical hit the 
headlines after a Californian man 
received £226 million in damages 
from Monsanto, who use it in their 
best-selling product, Round Up. 

The company has denied it causes 
cancer and said it will appeal against 
the ruling. Both councils said they 
used the chemical in its parks and 
green spaces. 

Dudley Council has said it also uses 
the product on highway verges and 
it relies on advice from government 
agencies when choosing chemicals. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, 
cabinet member for environmental 
services, said: “We will continue to 
monitor the situation and review any 
advice issued by the HSE and or the 
Government, and will act accord¬ 
ingly.” 

Sandwell councillor Bill Gavan said: 

“We only use very small amounts of 
products containing glyphosate in our 
parks and green spaces. No guidance 
has been issued in the UK regarding 
any change in how they are used.”

Whitewater raft accident won’t stop Samuel

Millionaire missionary 
in Uganda fall drama 

‘I WILL grow as a person 
from this experience and I 
have tremendous faith in God 
- my knee might be broken in 
various places, but my spirit 
remains’. 

Self-made millionaire Samuel 
Leeds says he is determined to 
bounce back after shattering his 
kneecap during a freak white wa¬ 
ter rafting accident on the River 
Nile. 

The 27-year-old is now back at home 
with his wife Amanda in Lichfield, but 
his leg is in full plaster cast and he has 
just been told by doctors he may not be 
able to walk properly again. 

Mr Leeds, a devout Christian, says 
the set-back will not stop his missions 
on the African continent, and his work 
as a successful businessman back 
home. He had been in Uganda visiting 
villages benefitting from rain water 
collection tanks he had paid for when 
he went white water rafting on an ad¬ 
venture expedition last month. 

The raft capsized and he was thrown 
20ft down a waterfall when his kneecap 
hit rocks. After a week of treatment in 
hospital in the capital Kampala, Mr 
Leeds is back with his family. 

Determined 

“I’m not the sort of person who is 
going to let something like this knock 
me back, I’m determined to prove the 
doctors wrong,” he said. 

“I have a strong faith, a loving fam¬ 
ily and a huge passion for my work. 

“It’s like Rocky said, it isn’t about 
how hard you hit, but how hard you 
get hit and keep moving forward.” 

Mr Leeds is no ordinary business¬ 
man, having left school at 16 and first 
setting out on a career as a magician. 

But he soon discovered property 
and, at the age of 17, he went to a 
home-buying networking event. He 
bought a house under market value 
and rented it out, the first step toward 
the multi-million pound business, 

Leeds Group, he runs with his brother 
Russell. They now own 26 houses and 
the group, which also includes a con¬ 
struction company, a lettings agency 
and another firm sourcing proper¬ 
ties for investors, has a turnover of 
£250,000 a month. 

Mr Leeds also provides talks at 
property investment events and writes

books. His latest, Buy Low Rent High, 
has sold 42,000 copies in 15 months. 

He says he has been inspired by 
successful people he has met. They 
include Alan Sugar, at a business net¬ 
working event in London, and actors 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, and Sylvester 
Stallone at a ‘meet and greet’ events in 
the West Midlands. 

But at the core of Mr Leeds’ life is 
religion. He donates 10 per cent of his 
profits - and his wages - to the Church 
and helping impoverished villagers 
in Africa through his Good News All 
Round organisation. 

But disaster struck when they took 
part on the expedition called the War¬ 
rior Camp with students on his Prop¬ 


erty Investors Academy in Jinja, on 
the shore of Lake Victoria. 

The white water rafting on July 
19 was part of the expedition and in¬ 
volved seven of his team, including his 
brother and sister-in-law Anna. 

Anna was also injured when she got 
taken away down the river and was 
not found for 45 minutes. Mr Leeds 
was treated in hospital and his mother, 
Sue Gray, flew out from England to 
bring him home, paying £10,000 for 
the flight a week later. He continued 
treatment back in Birmingham.” 

He will now continue his rehabilita¬ 
tion from home with his wife and their 
daughter Ruby. The couple are expect¬ 
ing a second child next year.

On track to unearth 
mystery foundations 


OVER four weekends the 
local archaeology group Ar¬ 
chaeology in Mind (AiM) are 
excavating intriguing founda¬ 
tions discovered at Tettenhall 
Station.

The gang also had their own hut 
in which to take breaks, and there 
were two or three smaller ones. 

Historically it is believed that, 
although there was never a signal 
box at Tettenhall Station like at 
Wombourne Station, the founda¬ 


tions for one were laid. Will the 
excavations of AiM reveal that 
what the badgers discovered, was 
the foundations of a signal box or 
the ganger’s huts, or something 
entirely different? 

The line through Tettenhall 
only operated from 1925-65, and 
there was a passenger service for 
only the first seven years. The 
branch, which would have taken 
the line to Bridgnorth, was never 
built, and the line became one of 
the first of the Beeching cuts. 

Within the Heritage Centre 
there is a 00 Gauge layout of the 
station, and curator, Alec Brew, 
says: “It would be nice to be able 
to make this corner of the layout 
exactly correct.”

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Homes plan 
fears lead 
to calls for 
site visit 


PLANNING chiefs will visit the site of a con¬ 
troversial homes development before decid¬ 
ing whether to rubber-stamp the scheme. 

Dudley Council’s development control committee 
voted for a site visit at the land near to Dibdale Road 
and Salop Street, where 18 homes could be built. 

Councillors were recommended to approve the proposals 


despite mounting opposition 
from concerned residents. 

Patrick Timmins, repre¬ 
senting opposition residents 
and business Blake’s Sheds, 
said: “This is simply the 
wrong development in the 
wrong place. 

Concern 

“If this development is 
given the go-ahead, it will 
turn a quiet backwater into 
a major thoroughfare.” 

Mr Timmins said a major 
concern was vehicle access 
from Salop Street used by 
Blake’s Sheds’ articulated 
lorries to turn. 

He said: “We are con¬ 
cerned that if this devel¬ 
opment gets the go-ahead, 
with increased numbers of 
residents living there, the 
proposed turning circle is 
totally inadequate given the

size of the lorries. It’s an ac¬ 
cident waiting to happen.” 

He added Blake’s Sheds 
would suffer, with fears re¬ 
duced access to the business 
will impact trade and put 
the company’s team of eight 
at risk of job losses. 

A total of 14 one-bed- 
room and four two-bedroom 
apartments will be con¬ 
structed on the vacant site, 
near Papa Johns takeaway. 
Applicant Scott Brown said 
25 per cent would be af¬ 
fordable housing, with 75 
per cent available for those 
using Help to Buy schemes. 

He said proposals were ‘in 
line’ with development pol¬ 
icies, adding: “This land is 
not public open space. This 
is appropriate for residential 
development.”

Alizah, aged 19, from Stourbridge, put the nurse forward 
after she saw a poster from the British Dermatology Nurs¬ 
ing Group asking for nominations. 

The teenager had suffered with psoriasis over almost all 
of her body and used to have to attend Corbett Hospital 
three times a week. But she said nurse Liz was always a 
friendly face while she underwent treatment and ensured 
she understood everything. 

On winning the award, Liz said: “It was a complete shock 
- I got an email from them one day saying I had won and I 
couldn’t believe it.” 


Teenage team-mates in 
attack on rival footballer 


TWO Sunday League footballers 
involved in an attack on an op¬ 
position player have been spared 
immediate detention. 

Jahn Chohan and Morgan McKen- 
sie deliberately targeted 17-year-old 
Lewis Owen with just minutes to go 
as their team - Perry woods United - 
were being beaten 5-2 by Kewford Ea¬ 
gles, of Kingswinford at Hadley Stadi¬ 
um, Smethwick, in a Sunday League 
clash on November 20, 2016, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

The victim had two teeth driven into his 
gum and was stamped on. He now faces op¬ 
erations to replace two or three of his teeth 
at £2,000-a-time, said Mr Charles Hamer, 
prosecuting. 

The defendants, 17 at the time, but 
now both 19, claimed that each acted in 
over-zealous self-defence but were each 
convicted of violent disorder after a trial. A 
third defendant was acquitted. 

Mistake 

Mr Simon Phillips, defending Chohan, 
who was of previous good character, in¬ 
sisted: “He did not start this incident. He 
did not throw the first punch. 

’’This was a spur of the moment incident 
and completely out of character. He made 
a very huge mistake but this happened al¬ 
most two years ago. He has done a lot of 
growing up since then.” 

Mr Charles Cronin, representing McKen- 
sie, also with no previous conviction, said: 
“There was some confusion as to what actu¬ 
ally led to this incident starting but it was 
not premeditated.” 

Chohan from Greenhill Road, and 
McKensie of St Kenelms Avenue, both 
Halesowen were each given nine months 
detention at a Young Offenders Institution, 
suspended for 18 months, 150 hours unpaid 
work and £2,000 compensation order.

Foundry jobs boost 
in £10m investment 

A NEW foundry is being built in Tipton as part of a £10 
million investment by Dudley-based Thomas Dudley 
Group. 

It is thought to be the first major foundry to be developed 
in the Black Country for many years and will mean a size¬ 
able jobs boost for the area. 

It is being constructed alongside an existing foundry on 
the Thomas Dudley Foundry site at Vaughan Trading Es¬ 
tate, Sedgley Road East. A new moulding line has just been 
installed at the former Duport Foundry site, which was 
bought by the group in 2014. 

The Tipton foundry and the 84-year-old castings foundry 
at the main Thomas Dudley site in Birmingham New Road 
were brought together as the Thomas Dudley Foundry di¬ 
vision at the start of the year. Work on the new state-of- 
the-art foundry began last month. 

The investment in the moulding line will increase man¬ 
ufacturing capacity by 50 per cent. 

Additional work will include a new sand plant, with pour¬ 
ing/casting handling systems and a new extraction system. 
Next year work will start on providing dedicated finishing 
facilities including shot blast, core making, warehousing, a 
filtration plant, compressors and robotic fettling.

How to get fit in the sun 
while away from the gym

OVER the past few months, the 
UK has basked in what’s set to 
be its hottest summer on record, 
with spectacularly long spells 
of uninterrupted blue skies and 
warm temperatures. 

It’s been fantastic news for your social 
life, but probably not so much for your 
waistline; the lure of the pub garden can 
easily mean that the gym (quite under¬ 
standably) falls to the bottom of your prior¬ 
ities. After all, who wants to be cooped up in 
a hot and sweaty spinning studio when the 
good weather won’t be here forever? 

The good news is that if you’re looking 
for a late summer fitness kick, it’s really 
easy to stay active while also getting your 
fix of sunshine. From coast to countryside, 
there are plenty of pursuits that can tone 
your arms, strengthen your abs and clear 
your mental clutter. 

Here are just a few family-friendly, al 
fresco activities to try... 

1. Surfing 

Surfing is one of the most physically 
challenging watersports out there, engag¬ 
ing your core and stabiliser muscles as you 
work to bend and balance on the board. 
“It’s great for your heart,” says Harris 
Rothschild, senior instructor at St Ives Surf 
School (stivessurfschool.co.uk). “Putting on 
your wet suit, running down the beach, pad¬ 
dling out into the surf and catching waves 
are all aerobic exercises that hugely benefit 
for your cardiovascular system.” Because 
you’re usually out on the waves for at least 
an hour, Harris says it tests your stamina 
and endurance, while sculpting your back, 
shoulder and leg muscles. 

“Most notably for our students is that 
the fun of surfing and energy of the ocean 
combined give a tremendous sense of satis¬ 
faction and happiness,” says Harris. Make 
a play for Cornwall, Scotland and Devon 
where you can catch the best swells in the 
UK. 

2. Inline skating 

There’s something seriously addictive 
about rollerblading. 

It’s pretty good news for your figure too 
- all that lower-body power does wonders 
for your hamstrings, quadriceps and glutes, 
and it’s easier on your joints compared with 
running. It’s estimated that a 10-stone per¬ 
son can burn about 580 calories per hour 
of vigorous skating, meaning you won’t 
be missing out on the weight loss benefits 
while putting your gym pass on ice. 

3. Stand-up paddleboarding (SUP) 

“SUP is a great low impact muscular en¬ 
durance workout if the ocean is your thing,” 
says Matt Harass, regional group exercise 
manager at Virgin Active (virginactive. 
co.uk). Developed when surfers in Hawaii 
began to use paddles to propel their surf 
boards, SUP is a relatively new sport that 
does exactly what it says on the tin: you 
stand on a board and push yourself forward 
with a single paddle. 

“During a SUP session you’ll be firing up 
most of the muscles, with the lower body 
and core contracting as you anchor to the 
board and paddle,” says Harass. It’s pretty 
good fun too: there isn’t the fear of getting 
outrageously soaked or dismounted that 
comes with regular surfing, so it’s perfect

for people who are looking for a more se¬ 
rene way to enjoy the beach. It can also be 
done somewhere like the River Severn as 
well as in the sea. 

4. Trail running 

When the sun’s shining, why not take 
yourself off the treadmill and on to a nature 
trail? “Natural landscapes offer a mosaic of 
horizons to stimulate your mind,” says Ceri 
Rees, founder of Wild Running (wildrun- 
ning.co.uk). “It’s impossible to run in mud 
and not have at least a grin on your face!” 

Rees says a good trail run will force your 
body to recruit different muscles that you’ll 
need to stabilise your core. 

5. Cycling 

“Whether it’s on your daily commute or 


spending your weekends cycling over moun¬ 
tains, this is a great way to exercise, get fit, 
get outdoors with your friends or family, 
and burn a huge amount of calories while 
increasing stamina,” says Upton. 

It’s not a specialist skill, so anyone can 
give it a go, and it’s relatively cheap - 
there’s just a one-off payment on a bike to 
factor in. Upton says that cycling works the 
thighs and often arms hard, as well as being 
a great alternative for those who have joint 
troubles where high impact exercise can 
cause problems. 

6. Rock climbing 

There aren’t many outdoor sports that 
will be as demanding on your body as rock 
climbing. “It can be a real challenge for the 


body as every terrain, route and weather 
condition will be different for each climb,” 
says Harass. “Research has shown that 
climbing requires significant aerobic capac¬ 
ity to maintain position on a rock face and 
anaerobic capacity for the climb.” 

It’s a sport that you’ll will need to have 
a basic level of fitness and grip strength 
to start with, but it can pay dividends on 
your shoulders, legs, abs and even mental 
capacity. There are loads of places to give it 
a go - “more and more indoor rock climbing 
centres are popping up in cities and towns 
all over the world,” says Upton. 

“It’s definitely at the more intense end of 
the activity scale - but try it and I’m sure 
you’ll love it.” 


Start student 
life on sound 
footing 
financially 

IN just weeks from now, many young adults will be get¬ 
ting their first taste of financial freedom as they head 
off to university. 

For many, it will be the first time they have lived 
away from the family home - meaning they’ll have the 
new experience of bills to juggle and budgets to keep 
on top of. 

While this may seem daunting it’s also an opportu¬ 
nity to develop good money habits which could help you 
way beyond student life. 

Here are some tips from Rachel Springall, a finance 
expert at Moneyfacts.co.uk, to get students started. 

1. Pick a suitable student account 

Starting off with a good bank account can help stu¬ 
dents over their years of study.

Mother's sorrow over 
losing ‘beautiful’ Elite 



THE mother of a ‘sassy, lov¬ 
ing’ young woman has spo¬ 
ken of the profound effect on 
the family of her death after 
being thrown from the bon¬ 
net of a moving car. 

Dawn Underhill’s moving per¬ 
sonal statement was read to the 
court before 19-year-old Luke 
Hickman, who had been at the 
wheel of the Corsa, was locked up 
for causing her death. 

Three others were sentenced for 
their part in what Judge Paul Glenn 
called ‘a cover-up’ following the 
‘prank’ that ended in tragedy on the 
Tesco Extra car park in Dudley. 

Eleanor Underhill, aged 20, died 
from catastrophic head injuries in Jan¬ 
uary last year, eight days after she fell. 
Her mother said: “Ellie grew up into a 
beautiful young woman who was not 
only our daughter but our best friend. 

Zest 

“Her sense of fun, her laughter and 
her zest for life were infectious. She 
had a knack for making you smile. 

“Whilst Ellie was very straight-talk¬ 
ing, stubborn and sassy, she was also 
kind, loving and caring.” 

Mrs Underhill described how 2017 
had been going to be a special year for 
the family. She and husband Shaun 
were marking their 30th wedding an¬ 
niversary and Ellie should have been 
celebrating her 21st birthday.

The defendants were rebuked by the 
judge for not taking Ellie to hospital 
for over an hour and then not inform¬ 
ing her family for several more hours 


while they concocted lies about the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding her injuries. 

Hickman, of Wassell Road, 
Wollescote, Stourbridge, admitted 
causing death by dangerous driving 
and dangerous driving. He was sen¬ 
tenced to seven years and 10 months 
in a young offender’s institution. 
Elly Phillips, 19, of Seymour Road, 
Wollescote; Ross Bingham, 21, of Hag- 


ley Road, Edgbaston admitted conspir¬ 
acy to pervert the course of justice. 
Phillips was sentenced to six months 
in a young offender’s institution and 
Bingham to four months. Hana Ed¬ 
wards, 19, of Grove Road, Wollescote, 
was given an 18-month community 
order and 150 hours of unpaid work 
after admitting perverting the course 
of justice.

Jail after dogs filmed 
attacking caged fox

Ready for business festival 


A MAN who filmed two dogs 
attacking a caged fox in his 
back garden has been jailed 
for 22 weeks. 

John Gough, from Brierley Hill, 
was banned from keeping animals 
for life after the ‘horrific’ footage 
was discovered on his phone. 

At Birmingham Magistrates Court, 
Gough pleaded guilty to causing an 
animal fight between a dog and a fox, 
causing unnecessary suffering to a 
captive fox, and causing unnecessary 
suffering to a black terrier type dog. 
He denied a further charge of wilfully 
killing, injuring or taking a badger 
back in February 2017, which was 
later dropped. He had been caught by 
the police and the RSPCA. 

Distressed 

The court heard how Gough used 
his mobile phone to video two dogs at¬ 
tacking a fox which had been trapped 
in a cage. He could be heard on the 
video encouraging the dogs to attack. 

In another video clip the distressed 
animal is out of the cage and the dogs 
are seen to carry on the attack. Both 
incidents are said to have taken place 
at Gough’s home address in Byron 
Street on or about May 16. It is not 
known what happened to the fox. 

Officers searched Gough’s home 
and seized his phone, finding the video 
showing the fox attack along with 
still images. A fox trap was also found 
along with equipment used when put¬ 
ting terriers down holes in the ground. 

In his vehicle officers discovered two 
fox tails, a terrier box and shovels. 

An officer from the RSPCA’s Special 
Operations Unit, who investigated the 
case, said: “This was premeditated an¬ 
imal cruelty and both the fox and dog 
clearly suffered.”

Cat has sleeker lines and more 
style than many other SUVs 



It is certainly a good-looking vehicle

Jaguar’s entry into the SUV market a couple of 
years ago was inevitable if somewhat surprising, 
given that it puts itself in direct competition with 
the excellent Land Rover Discovery Sport but, 
clearly, it is a marque which is sure of its market. 

And so it proved to be. The F-Pace swiftly earned 
its stripes by becoming the company’s fastest selling 
global model with two in every five Jaguars sold 
being F-Paces. Adding the World Car Design of the 
Year in 2017 only increased the attraction. 

And there is no doubt that it is a good-looking 
vehicle, with sleeker lines and more style than many 
another SUV. Top notch materials and build quality 
are really a given with Jaguar, making the entry-level 
price of £34,730 far less painful when you see what 
you are getting for your money. 

Although designed and developed in the UK and, 
at present, built at Solihull, the F-Pace was clearly 
destined for global success. Before it even came onto 
the market it was tested in extreme climates of -40°C 
to +50°C to ensure it performs as well in the Arctic as 
it does in the Sahara. And it performs pretty well in 
the UK too. 



There’s plenty of head and leg room 

Engine choices range from a 2.0litre, four-cylinder 
163ps, turbocharged diesel linked to a six-speed 
manual gearbox to a 3.0litre, V6, supercharged 
380ps petrol married to an eight-speed automatic 
transmission. The immense power of this latter unit 
will be pleasing to anyone thinking of making the 
switch from diesel but, as with all makes and sizes of 
engines, the hit in economy will have a serious impact 
on the wallet. 

Jaguar’s 3.0litre V6 300ps diesel returns an official 
average of 47.1 mpg while the 2.0litre four-cylinder 
300ps petrol returns 37mpg. No need for calculators, 
abacuses, fingers or even toes to see that the change 
will add to the expense of driving. 

Flowever, it doesn’t detract from the enjoyment of 
driving the F-Pace AWD 2.0litre diesel - or any other 
diesel in the range. On startup it has that slight air of 
sluggishness which comes to the fore when setting 
out from a steep incline followed by a steep hill. By the 
time the terrain was back on an even keel, the engine 
was well into its stride and sailed along smoothly and 
silently. Pick-up on roundabouts and overtakes was 
immediate and reassuring. 

The ride is composed with suspension which 
manages to stay on the comfort side of the fine 
line between that and firm. The addition of torque 
vectoring on the higher trims, whereby minuscule 
braking is applied inside the front and rear wheels on 
cornering, further aids the unruffled composure of the 
F-Pace. 

Occupants have a plush leather interior to enjoy, 
more than enough leg and head room, with plenty of 
cubby holes and storage spaces dotted around. 

Trim levels number four - Prestige, Portfolio, R-Sport 
and S. Entry-level spec includes a push button start, 
eight-inch touch screen, digital instrument cluster, 
hill start assist, cruise control with speed limiter, 
Bluetooth, DAB radio, navigation system, rain-sensing 
wipers, heated front seats, front and rear fog lights and 
18-inch alloys. 

A step-up to Portfolio adds an extra inch to the wheel 
size, a fixed panoramic sunroof, 10-way power front 
seats and a rear-view camera among other things. 
Prices start at £39,730. 

Prestige and R-Sport come with a choice of seven 
engine/transmission combinations. Portfolio adds 
the mighty 3.0litre V6 300ps diesel to the mix while 
the top-notch S model is exclusively powered by 
that same 3.0litre V6 plus the 380ps 3.0litre V6 
supercharged petrol engine but, with a price tag of 
£53,365, deep pockets are needed for this version.

Nexo makes us wish future

There’s a certain deadlock between car 
manufacturers and governments at the 
moment regarding the supposed fuel of the 
future, hydrogen. 

While plenty of manufacturers are poised 
to release fuel-cell vehicles, they’re reluctant 
to do so with no real refuelling infrastructure 
in place - and governments are unlikely to 
invest in hydrogen stations with so few cars 
around to use them. It’s fallen to Hyundai to 
plough forward with the Nexo - the successor 
to its ix35 Fuel Cell and soon to be the Toyota 
Mirai’s only hydrogen-powered rival in the UK. 

The Nexo is all new, from its futuristic 
powertrain to the concept car-esque styling. 
While the ix35 Fuel Cell was based on the 
existing ix35 SUV, the Nexo is its own model. 

Hyundai aims to sell a few thousand Nexos 
a year in markets across the world, hopefully 
spurring on the development of a hydrogen 
infrastructure and providing a long-distance, 
quick-refuelling alternative to pure-electric 
vehicles. 

It debuts some key new tech for Hyundai, 
including a new 12.3-inch infotainment 
display, driver-assistance features such as a 
blind-spot view monitor and lane-follow assist. 

Under the hood sits a hydrogen fuel 
cell stack, which takes its juice from three 
hydrogen tanks mounted fore and aft of the 
rear axle. There’s an electric motor and small 
battery pack too, but for most of the time 
the car is driven by the fuel cell. There are a 
number of benefits to this. First of all there’s 
refuelling, which takes just a few minutes 
compared with the several hours you’ll wait 
for an electric car to charge. A full-tanked 
Nexo is capable of a theoretical 497 miles,

too - more than any EV currently available. 

The only emission from the Nexo is water, and 
particulate filters mean the car purifies the air 
around it as it drives. 

The Nexo’s peak output is 161bhp, delivered 
in the typical electric car way. That is to say, 
it’s torquey, quick and smooth off the line, but 
power soon tails off and the Nexo isn’t the 
most responsive car on the motorway. 

The Nexo is a heavy car and that weight is 
noticeable in the corners, where it isn’t exactly 
a sports car. That’s no real criticism, as buyers 
won’t be looking for groundbreaking handling 
prowess, but they might be disappointed 
by a slightly sharp-edged ride over rougher 
surfaces. 

It’s a refined cruiser, though, with some 
clever aerodynamic touches on the slippery 
body reducing wind noise. It’s also atech-fest, 
with Hyundai’s semi-autonomous systems 
making life just that little bit easier. Lane-follow 
assist - a combination of radar-guided cruise 
control and lane-keeping functions - works 


brilliantly, keeping the car steadier than most 
rival systems. There’s also an innovative 
blind spot monitoring system, which displays 
a camera feed of the car’s blind spot in the 
instrument cluster when you indicate. It will 
also park itself while you’re outside it. 

The Hyundai Nexo looks every bit the 
futuristic SUV and remains remarkably true 
to its concept. The glamorous touches don’t 
seem contrived or compromised, though, 
and the result is a slick-looking crossover with 
some really interesting design details. 

The full-width LED light bar across the front 
gives an eye-catching signature, especially in 
the dark, while glittery tail lights give a similar 
effect at the rear. The streamlined alloy wheels 


are less successful and look a little cheap, but 
the sides of the car are brought back up to par 
with sleek hidden door handles. 

Overall, the effect is close enough to a 
standard crossover that it won’t alienate buyers 
who don’t like to stand out, but there’s enough 
visual interest to satisfy most. 

This is one of the most premium Hyundai 
interiors yet, and there’s a very ‘Lexus’ feel 
to the high-set centre console. However, it’s 
dotted with a rash of cheap-feeling buttons 
and decked out in the sort of silver plastic 
you’d find on an early 2000s Mercedes SLK. 
Very appealing to the North American market; 
less so to Europeans. 

There’s plenty of room on offer, though, with 


a 461-litre boot, decent rear legroom and good 
storage for oddments in and around the cabin. 

What can’t be argued with is the tech on offer 
in the Nexo. There’s a digital instrument display 
and widescreen infotainment unit that works 
rather well, the aforementioned safety and 
driver aids, climate control, heated and cooled 
seats, LED lights front and rear and a powered 
tailgate. 

However, you’d expect all this from such an 
expensive car. Hydrogen tech is in its infancy 
and as such can’t be offered at the same 
price as electric rivals. We’d expect to see the 
Hyundai to be priced near £60,000, dipping 
to around £55,000 when the government’s 
electric car grant is taken into account.

Archer raises his bat to 
a half-century of service 


NICK ARCHER celebrated countless 
half-centuries during his playing days - 
but it’s doubtful any gave him as much 
pride as his latest one. 

The bat, pads and gloves may have been dis¬ 
carded a few years ago but that hasn’t stopped 
the former Walsall and Staffordshire batsman 
chalking up another milestone. 

Archer, 62, is currently enjoying his 50th season 
of Birmingham League cricket as player and admin¬ 
istrator. 

On the field, he enjoyed a stunning period of suc¬ 
cess with the all-conquering Walsall side of the 80s 
and 90s. He won the Birmingham League title nine 
times skippering the side for five of those and a Na¬ 
tional Knockout success at Lord’s in 1996. 

Meanwhile Staffordshire, under the guidance of 
Archer, were the strongest Minor County side in the 
country at that time. 

And when he decided to end his playing days, he 
took the lead role for the league by becoming general 
manager in 1999. It’s a position he still fills today as 
the league gets set for the biggest shake-up in club 
cricket in 20 years. 

Shake-up 

It all began for Archer as a 13-year-old when he 
made his debut for Walsall’s second team in 1969. 
But, at the time, cricket wasn’t his number one sport, 
rugby was - and he wasn’t bad at that either! 

“I first played in 1969, in the second XI when I was 
13 against Moseley. I batted number 10 and I got 
nought not out,” recalls Archer. “I can’t remember 
the exact circumstances why I played, but I started to 
play more regularly the following year. 

“But I only ever played half-seasons until I was 18 
because I went to Queen Mary’s School in Walsall 
and they scheduled fixtures on a Saturday afternoon. 
I played in the first team for the first time in 1971. 
Then I played a few more in 1972 when we won the 
league.” 

The following year saw Archer play regularly for 
the first team. His promise earned him a call for 
Staffordshire and also attracted the attention of the 
first class counties. But the oval ball still came out 
on top, and there were no thoughts of becoming a

professional cricketer. “In 1975 I went to Lougbor- 
ough University. I also played rugby for them, so that 
also curtailed my cricket a bit,” he added. “In 1974, 
I didn’t play at all because I was picked to go on tour 
with the England under-19 rugby team. 

“That was a bit of a watershed year for me cricket 
wise, because at that time I’d had invitations to play 
for a couple of county second XIs - Derbyshire and 
Warwickshire - but I couldn’t fulfil them in. Cricket 
was very much a second sport, really, until the early 
80s.” 

As a fly-half or full-back he played for Moseley who, 
with the game an amateur sport, played in the coun¬ 
try’s top division. 

“Looking back, cricket wise, and at what I eventu¬ 
ally did with Minor Counties and Walsall, I have no 
regrets whatsoever.” 

Archer also enjoyed a successful career outside of 
cricket, in advertising and marketing, that eventually 
saw him run David Archer Associates, a company set 
up by his father. And while business was going well, 
the cricket was going even better as Walsall ruled the 
roost locally and Staffordshire nationally. “I won the 
title nine times as a player and I was skipper for five 
of those,” he said. 

“The 90s was a big era of success. We won the title 
in 92, 94, 96, 99 and also beat Chorley in the National 
KO at Lord’s in 96. It was very enjoyable at the time 
to play in a very good side and to be a major cog in 
it, both as captain and as a player. It was a very, very 
strong side and the fact that we won National Knock¬ 
out in 1996 while our first, second and third teams 
all won their leagues, we had a very reasonable claim 


to be the strongest club in the country at that time.” 

Archer played a key role as he accumulated nearly 
11,000 top flight Birmingham League runs - a Wal¬ 
sall record. He claimed a unique double in 1989 as he 
finished top of the league and Minor Counties batting 
averages. 

Not surprisingly, the appearances at the home of 
cricket are highlights - he also led Staffordshire out 
there in 91, 92 and 93, missing out on three succes¬ 
sive Minor County Championship and KO doubles 
when they lost to Devon in 92. 

But he has played against some of the world’s best 
down the years, and two encounters with West Indies 
fast bowlers Sylvester Clarke and Malcolm Marshall 
while on duty with Staffs stand out. 

“I opened with Steve Dean for Staffs against Sur¬ 
rey. Deany used to run to the wicket to make sure he 
took the first ball and I was quite happy to let him do 
it with Clarke bowling. 

Opening 

“We ran a three off the first ball. Clarke’s opening 
spell was six overs and I faced five overs and five balls 
of of it! I ended up scoring 45 as a makeshift opener 
with Dickie Bird umpiring, which was an experience 
in itself. 

Taking the various Test match players he crossed 
swords with out of the equation, three players stand 
out for Archer during his playing days. 

“The two outstanding batters for me were Steve 
Dean and Roy Virgin at Walsall,” he adds. “Roy came 
to Walsall straight from county cricket and he was 
a real gnarled ex-pro. He taught more about batting 
than anyone else. 

“Ability wise, Deany was as good a batsman as I 
have ever played with and Keith Arnold was the best 
bowler I played with. They played in same team for 
nine to 10 years which was the bedrock of our suc¬ 
cess.” 

Archer decided to call time on his league career 
when the league came calling with the offer of a 
general manger role. He helped smooth the league’s 
expansion that saw promotion and relegation intro¬ 
duced and eventually saw it go from one division to 
four. And now he is ready to oversee another revamp 
that will see the league cut to two divisions next sea¬ 
son.
